This has been 
of great value to Blewett who {8 
making a special study of the in- 
heritance of neurosis in twins.

Poor Chewing Practice . 


In the Infant under ten or fif- 
teen months of age; mouth-hold- 
of food may be encouraged 
by poor chewing practice. He 
might be helped with having a 
teething ring to chew; also 
toasted ‘crusts of bread and the 
like. Some children as old as 
two may be retarded in chew- 
ing skill from having been kept 
unduly Jong on strained foods, 

‘No doubt the most frequent 
and persistent cayse of the 
child's holding food - in the 
mouth is his.belng fed too fast, 
having food pushed into bln 
fester than he can masticate and 
swallow ft, and of having foud 
pushed into hlm he docsn’t want 
or past the time when he wants 
no more food of any kind. Per- 
haps the ‘average mother spoons 
food into the baby in too large 
morsels and too fast. If* she has 
done so, she inclines to err more
